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BRYAN RALLIES HIS FOLLOWERS 
AROUND KANSAS CITY PLATFORM 


He Says That It Must Be 
Adopted by Chicago 
Convention, 


New York, January 26.—Every seat in 
the Madison Square Concert hall was 
taken tonight when William J. Bryan be- 


gan his speech on ‘Moral Issues.’’ 


In the audience there were many wom- 
en, while the body of the hall was 
more than half filled with clergymen. 
There was no presiding officer, Mr. Bryan 
being escorted to the platform, where 
he was greeted with prolonged applause. 
He said in part: 

“Why have I flung away ambition? 
Why have I rejected this proffered great- 
ness, and been deaf to the entreaties of 
those who talk only of ‘getting together.’ 
I want to know what they are getting 
together for, whether to defend rights or 
to enter upon a course of pillage. 

“The trouble with our government to- 
day is that it ls too much influenced in 
its operations by men whose only loyalty 
is loyalty to the money bags. ‘Will it 
pay’ has been substituted for ‘Is it right,’ 
and as a consequence our legislative as- 
semblies, city. state and national, are

Stone Says President Roose- 
velt Threatened Colombia, 


Missouri Senator Bitterly Criticises 
the Action of the President, But 
Makes It Plain That He 
Will Vote for 
Treaty. 


Washington, January 26.—The time of 
the senate today was agatn divided be- 
tween the consideration of the Panama 
question and other subjects. .There was 
but one speech on the canal, and it was 
made by Mr. Stone, who spoke to a res- 
olution directing the senate committee on 
foreign relations to make an investigation 
into the Panama revolt. He contended 
that the circumstances indicate complic- 
ity on the part of the United States in 
the secession of Panama and urged that 
in the interest of the country’s good name 
all the facts should be known. 

Mr. Stone attributed our course in Pan- 
ama to the president’s ‘“‘volcanic nature,” 
and his “‘love for the tragic, lurid and 
sensational.” al 

He said that the president had boldly 
announced in the ‘‘blustery diction of the 
buceaneer’’ his intention to seize the 
isthmus of Panama if Colombia did not 
ratify the Hay-Herran treaty, and added 
that he had done this without disguise 
or shame. 

Mr. Stone said he fancied the president's 
attitude would be most gratifying to John 
C. Calhoun and Jefferson Davis were they 
living, and said that after Mr. Roose- 
velt's utterances In connection with Pan- 
ama no republican orator could he jus- 
tified in waving the bloody shirt. Pana- 
ma could do nothing unless independent, 
and ‘‘the president thus admits his wil- 
lingness to inspire revolt and rew...on,”’ 
and, he added, if he was willing to fos- 
ter revolt, he must have been willing to 
uphold it. 

Mr. Stone sharply criticised Mr. Bunau- 
Varilla and said he had been instrumental 
in bringing about the revolution. He 
referred to newspaper statements to the 
effect that assurances were given by 
Bunau-Varilla, Amador and Duque, of 
the ald to be expected from the United 
States, und urged an inquiry to develop 
the truth of these statements. 

Mr. Stone made it plain that he would 
vote for the treaty in the interest of a 
canal. 

Mr. Stewart defended the gdministra-

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MAYOR HARRISON 
PUT UNDER BOND 


To Answer for the Horror in 
Iroquois Theater 


Six Other Men Accused by the Cor- 
oner’s Jury Arrested and Re- 
leased on Bond—None of the 

Accused Men Will Dis- 
cuss the Verdict. 


Chicago, January 26.—Bearing the eight 
mittimi issued as the result of the in- 
quest into the Iroquois theater disaster, 
Coroner Traeger and a number of detec- 
tives today left the city hall with au- 
thority to arrest Mayor Carter H. Har- 
rison, Manager Davis and the six lesser 
city officials and stage officers who were 
ordered to be held awaiting the action 
of the grand jury 

The first persons taken into custody 
were William McMullen, operator of the 
flood light from which the Iroquois fire 
is said to have started, and James FE. 
Cumming, the stage manager at the Iro- 
quois, under whose direction it is al- 
leged the apparatus was constructed, 
which interfered with the descent of the 
asbestos curtain. 

The mittimus for Mayor Harrison was 
taken in charge by Coroner Traeger, ai- 
though the coroner dif not attempt to 
serve it at once on the city’s chief mag- 
istrate. The coroner said: 

‘“Mavor Harrison's miitimus will 
served some time today. The mayor is ill 
and therefore will not be disturbed un- 
necessarily.”’ 

Will J. Davis was arrested in bed at | 
his home on Grand Boulevard. Mr. Davis 
was allowed time to dress and eat break- 
fast. Meanwhile his attorney, who had 
been telephoned for, afrived and the par- 
ty left on the elevated railroad for the 
business center. 

“Where are you going to 
Davis?” asked the attorney.

The future course of the Japanese gov- 
ernment is a carefully guarded secret, 
The length of time that Japan is prepared 
to await the pleasure of Russia ts un- 
Known. It seems probable that !t has 
been determined to act decisively within 
afew days. The popular temper has long 
Opposed further delay. 

While many objected to Japan's taking 
the mittative a majority would now wel- 
come the issuance of a brief ultimatum 
and a declaration of war, if the former 
should prove ineffective. Some outside 
opinion here inclines to the belfef that 
the activity of the Japanese will be lim- 
ited to the seizure of Korea, which enter- 
prise, it is thought, Russia would not 
oppose. 

The Japanese government proceeds with 
absolute secrecy, and the people of Japan 
are rot even informed of the exact na- 


iture of the demands made on Russia. 


The cabinet and elder statesmen con- 
ferred for an extended period today.

We have 150,000 men fully equipped toe 
enforce our neutrality. Moreover we have 
16,000 men from which reinforcements 
can be drawn. If Japan needs to trans- 
port troops she must do so by sea.” 


ARMED JAPAN <SE MARCH 
THRO’ KOREAN KINGDOM. 

Seoul, January 26.—One hundred armed 
Japanese have been sent to Pynegyang to 
insure the safety of the people, it having 
been reported that the houses of wealthy 
natives there were being looted by Korean 
soldiers and police disguised ag robbers. 

The report that Americans are acting in 
collusion with the members of the Rus- 
sian legation at Seoul is entirely withont 
foundation. 

The emperor has invited to the palace 
five French and Belgian civilians to act 
as a body guard, as he apparently fears 
Japanese intrusion. The Japanese have 
asked pointedly which side the emperor 
fears, as they wish to know if he is still 
favorable to the Russian cause. 


Russia Makes Denial’ 

Washington, January 26.—The Russien 
government has entered a formal denial 
with the state department of the au- 
thenticity of the interview ascribed to M.

JERSEY BEATEN BL COLUMBIA. 


District Seems to Lead in Number of 
Incorporations. 

Wrshington, January 26.—Through a 
statement filed today with the house com- 
mittee on the District of Columbia by the 
recorder of deeds for the district govern- 
ment, members of congress were apprised 
of the fact that the code of laws for the 
district, which have been in operation 
during the past two years, offers more 
inducements for incorporations than even 
those of New Jersey. During this time, 
922 certificates of incOrporation have been 
issued, of which 720 were business con- 
cerns. The aggregated capital of these 
amounted to $!,58!1,901,300. The entire 
amount of fees derived by the district was 
$1,091, or less than $1.20 for each in- 
corporation. 

The capital of one concern alone was 
$500,000,000, and the cost of its incorpora- 
tion was $1.25. Another was capitalized 
at $220,000,000, and still another at $200,- 
000,000, each of which paid the district 
a fee of $1.25.

SAYS WILLIAMS 


Bold Declaration by Democratic 
Leader of House, 


—---- 


Spirited Clash Between Boutell, of 
Illinois, and Williams, of 
Mississippi, in Regard to* 
the Policies of Their 
Respective Parties.

Washington, January 26.—Mr. Boutell, 
repwhdlican, of Illinois, addressed the house 
for nearly two hours today in reply to 
Statements made by Mr. Williams, of 
Mississippi, the minority leader, in his 
“stmnd pat” speech of a few days ago. 
Mr. Williams in turn replied to Mr. Bou- 
tell. The house had under consideration 
at the time the urgent deficiency Dill. 
‘Mr. Boutell received the close attention 
of both sides of the chamber, and when 
he spoke of the passing of the last trace 
of bitterness between the north and the 
South he was loudly applauded on both 
sides. 

Answering the charge of the minority 
‘leader that the republicans were idol. wor- 
ehipers, Mr. Boutell reviewed the history 
of the democratic party in the two last 
campaigns, and in doing so he likened 
the conspicuous figures of that party to 
characters in Biblical history. 

“You still have got Wildam Jennings 
Bryan to reckon with,’’ he declared, ad- 
dressing himself to the minority side, add- 
ing that he again would play the part of 
Nebuchadnezzar, or the part of Samson, 
and charged the democrats to ses that he 
d0es not pull down the pillars of their 
house and again bring them into the posi- 
tion of idolators. 

Ccnditions in the South. 

Mr. Boutell had prepared a volume of 
extracts from southern newspapers, each 
of which spoke of the prosperity enjoyed 
in its respective community, stress being 
laid on conditions in Mississippi. Whtle 
not claiming credit for these conditions 
wholly for the Dingley act, he said that 
it was the most beneficent law to all 
sections that had ever been enacted. Mr. 
Boutell, in conclusion, said Mr. Roosevelt 
would be nominated and would receive the 
®ame large vote that was given to Lin- 
coln, Grant and to McKinley, and declared 
if it were not for those whom he called 
‘‘veographical democrats,’’ the vote would 
be the greatest since Monroe's time. Ref- 
erence to Mr. Roosevelt received applause 
on the republican side. ) 

Mr. Williams, the minority leader, re- 
piied to Mr. Boutell, saying that he was 
giad there was not a line of custom 
houses along the Potomac and along the 
Ohio to protect one side against the other. 
He asked if a stronger word than ‘‘im- 
petuous” had not heen used in referring 
to the president. Referring to Mr. Bou- 
tell's statement that Roosevelt would be 
the republican nominee, Mr. Williams 
said: “You have gone so far you can't 
go back, and you are going to stand 
pat on him." 

Replying to the charge that they had 
worshiped the ido] of opposition to the 
holding of the Philippines, he said Wash- 
ington fought and soldiers starved at Val- 
1 vy Forge because opposed to the principle 
involved in this charge. He told the ma- 
jority to stand pat on what he termed 
that un-American policy and again refer- 
red to it as ‘“‘cOlonialism, recklessness, 
Jand-grabbing and greed,”’ and spoke of 
“putting bullets in the brown ¢rnan.”’ 

Silver Dead, Williams Says. 

“The distinguished accidental incum- 
bent of the house at the other end of 
the avenue dared to call Thomas Jeffer- 
son a coward,” he said. “Is the man a 
coward who, in the eighteenth century, 
dared to deny the divinity of Christ and 
run for the presidency?’ 

Tn answer to a question by Mr. Boutell, 
‘Mr. Williams announced himself most 
positively on the silver question. 

“Gonditions are such that the silver 


question has been relegated to the rear,” 
he declared, amid continued democratic 
applause. ‘ 

Parties, he said, did not create polit- 
ical issues, but conditions. It was not 
left for any man to make the platform. 
Mr. Whillams explained that he was 
speaking simply as the representative of 
the eighth Mississippi digtrict and for 
himself alone. 

Giving a reason for the relegation of the 
silver question to the rear, Mr. Williams 
called attention to the fact that in 1893 
the annual output of gold. was $109,000,- 


000, while now it was $340,000,000. When 


Mr. Boytell had concluded, Mr. Williams 
crossed overt and shook hands with him, 
Mr. Boutell returning the compliment 
when Mr. Wiliams had concluded. 

A resohition calling on the postmaster 
general for information relative to the 
number of carriages maintained by the 
government for the postoffice department 
was passed after a spirited debate. 

The house adjourned until tomorrow.

MILEAGE FIGHT 
BY UNDERWOOD 


Alabama Representative Mak- 
ing War on Appropriation, 


Holds There Was No Hiatus Between 
Regular and Extra Sessions 
and Mileage is Not Justified. 
Many Congressmen Fear 

a Record Vote.

Washington, January 26.—(Specia!.)— 
Much personal interest is being manifest- 
ed by members of congress in the fight 
which Mr. Underwood, of Alabama, is 
making against the appropriation § for 
mileage for the regular session. The 
committee on appropriations put the item 
Which aggregutes $145,000—in the bill. 
Mr. Underwood being the member 
voting against it, the majoritv taking the 
position that the appropriation Is specifi- 
cally provided for by law. and as there 
is, therefore, no warrant for omitting it, 
they thought it best to the fina] 
decision with congress. 

Mr. Underwood believes that there was 
no hiatus between the extra and the 
regular sessiOns, and as members had no 
Occasion to go their homes, an aad 
tional appropriation for mileage should 
not be made. The members of the sen- 
ate and house drew mileage for coming 
to the extra and theoretically, 
at least, have been serving continuously 
Since then. Mr. Underwood holds that, 
in view of this obvious fact, they should 
not be entitled to additional mileage for 
the regular session. The majority of them 
do not agree with him. and more than 
one is not anxious to have a record vote 
upon the proposition. As a matter of 
fact, the same question came up when 
Judge Crisp was speaker. and again when 
Mr. Reed was speaker, and in both cases 
the speaker ruled that the appropriation 
could not go out on a point of order, and 
the house established the precedent of 
voting the appropriation.

GIVEN FREE INSTRUCTION 
DJUTANT GENERAL S. W. HAR- 
RIS has receivéd coples for dis- 


A tribution of circular No. 24 issued 


by the war department at Washington, 
and containing information which will be 
of interest to officers of dhe state mi- 
litia all over Georgta. 2 

This circular explains fhe provisions 
under which officers of state troops may 
attend the Tnited States military schools, 
secure free instruction and have all their 
expenses pald by the war department. 

The government allows state militia 
officers who may desire to attend. the 
government military schools of tnstruc- 
tion. which are located tn different parts 
of the country, the same nuteage that ts 
allowed regular army officers on duty, 
provides them with rooms, two for a 
Heutenant and three for a captain and 
pays them $1 a dav for subsistence. 

The circular, though dated in Decem- 
ber. has just been received by the state 
militarv authorities. It is as follows: 

Circular No. 24.—War Department, 
Washington, Degember 22, 1903.—Thea 
following is published for the informa- 
tion of all concerned: 

Section 16*of the act of congress, ap- 
proved January 21, 1903, provides: 

That whenever any officer of the or- 
ganized militia shall, upon recommenda- 
tion of the governor of any state. terrl- 
tory, or general commanding the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and when authorized 
by the president, attend and pursue a 
regular course of study at any military 
school or college of the United States 
such officer shall receive from the annual 
appropriation for the support of the army 
the same travel allowances, and quar- 
ters, or commutation of quarters, to 
which an officer of the regular army 
would be entitled if attending such schoo? 
or college under orders from proper mill- 
tary authority, and shall also receive 
commutation of subsistence at the rate 
of $1! per day while in actual attend- 
ance upon the course of instruction. 

The object of this section is to further 
encourage the military training and_edu- 
cation of the officers of the organized 
militia by giving certain allowances to 
the officers thereof who desire to take 
advantage of the coursé at the schools 
established for the officers of the regu- 
lar army.. These schools had _ been 
opened to the officers of the organized 
militia by general orders, No. 155, head- 
quarters of the army, adjutant general's 
office, Washington, November 27, 1901, 
by the secretary of war, who in extend- 
ing the benefits of these schools to the 
Officers of the organized militia was pre- 
vented from making any expenditure of 
government funds in the absence of any 
appropriation by congress to meet the 
necessary expenses. 

The government offers to the officers 
of the organized militia who, in accord- 
ance with the act quoted, attend and 
pursue a regular course of study—

Quarters or Commutation of Quarters.— 
To a Heutenant, two rooms; to a’ cap- 
tain, three rooms. Where quarters can- 
not be furnished $12 per room per month 
is allowed. 

Subsistence.—He will be paid $1! per 
day while in actual attendance upon the 
course of instruction. 

The expense to the government is strict- 
ly limited to mhat is set forth above. 
“The student must provide himself at 
his own expense with the proper unt- 
forms, those of the organized militia of 
his own state or territory, and with the 
required text books. He must also pro- 
vide the furnjture and other furnishings 
for his rooms and heat and light them 
at his own expense. 

The course will require the entire time 
of the student. so that any outside oc- 
cupation during the school session ts im- 
practicable. 

Students designated under this act will 
be required to sign in advance of re- 
celving any benefit thereof an agreement 
to attend and pursug the course of study 
at the school destgnated and to be bound 
by and to conform to the rules and dis- 
cipline imposed by its regulations. 

In case of failure, through his own 
neglect or misconduct, the name of the 
student will be reported to the war de- 
partment and he will be discharged from 
the school. This fact will be reported 
to the governor of his state or territory. 

Students who complete the course will 
be reported to the war deperament and 
to the governors of their states or terri- 
tories as to the progress they have made 
and also as to their qualifications for 
service for which they are especially 
qualified. 

The number of officers of the organized 
militia who can be accommodated at the 
various service schools will be announced 
from time to time by the war depart- 
ment, and in case the number recom- 
mended by governors exceeds the accom- 
modations at the schools apportionment 
will be made among the states on the 
basis of the strength of the organized 
militia.

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_ HORROR FOLLOWS FAST 


ON THE HEELS OF HORROR 


nly Dead Men Are Found in 
the Wrecked Pennsylvania 
Mine 


Pittsburg, January 26.—The last hope 
for the lives of any of the 184 men en- 
tombed in the -Harwick mine of the alle- 
gheny coal company 2 miles from Ches- 


wick, Pa., was given up today when 
George W.Scheetz, manager of the 
mine, admitted that he believed that not 
one of them would be brought out alive. 

Now the cry is for more men to come 
to the work of rescue. Volunteers 4re 
needed. to work back through the debris 
to where the miners are imprisoned, and 
where possibly some may have survived. 

Already four men are known to be 
dead, among them Selwyn M. Taylor, of 
this city, who was the first of the rescue 
party to reach the bottom of the shaft. 
Ilis body was brought to the top of the 
shaft this morning. Taylor, who was 
one of the best known mining engineers 
in Pennsylvania, lost his life in an effort 
‘9 save the lives of the entombed men. 
He designed and plotted the mines for 
the Allegheny coal mines, and was best 
fitted to lead the forlorn hope. He went 
down into the mine bravely, and with 
him went four other men. One of them, 
George Harwath, was brought from the 
pit a short time before Taylor's lifeless 
body came to the surface. Another of the 
rescue party, Tom Wood, tried desperate- 
ly to save his companions but felt the 
deadly’ nausea coming on and was forced 
to leave them to their fate. 

Then others tried the work, two at a 
time. All night they went up and down 
in the temporary rigged bucket. The 
main hosts were both blown out by the 
force of the explosion, but there were no 
living ones to save. Adolph Gunis, the 
Only one of the miners in the pit when 
the explosion occurred, to be brought to 
the surface alive was rescued by SeIWyn 
Taylor. There were no other lives to save, 
but dead were to be found, and all night 
long the volunteers dug and tunnelied, 
gaining headway here and a little more 
there until they were forced by exhaus- 
tion to quit their labors. 

F. W. Cunningham, inspector of the 
mines for the fourteenth district of Pena- 
évivania, made this statement when he 
came from the mine this morning. 

“Tl explored the mine for a quarter of a 
mile. I am positive that of all those 
who entered for work yesterday, not 
one will be taken out alive. Scattered 
about are dead bodies of the miners, dead 
mules, wrecked cars and tons of falien 
“goal and slate. It is an awful scene. 
‘The force of the explosion was terrific. 
It will take days to clear away the 
wreckage. Until this is accomplished we 
will not know how Many met death. 
The explosion seems to have been 4 
double one, making one Jong continuous 
rumble and the second blast was heard 
rolling back under the hills toward the 
south of the mine which contains Dy 
far the largest part of the workings. 
The mine is at the head of what is known 
as Shoop’s Run. 

“The highest officials of the Harwick 
mine and nearly every miner who is alive 
in the little mining vilfage are at a loss 
to give the cause for the terrible disaster. 
It is the opinion of the majority, how- 
ever that the explosion was caused by 
some foreign miner stricting a match to 
light -his pipe which set off the heavy 
charge of gas that was always present 
fn the mine. Another theory for the ex- 
plosion Is that it was caused by a heavy 
blast in the mine whereby a new pocket 
of gas was struck and immediately ig- 
nited. There are still others who insist 
the gaseous substance wags set 
off by a broken safety lamp in the hands 
of one of the miners. It was the opinion 
of the rescuers around the top of tne 
Harwick shaft that the real cause of 
the explosion would never be known and 
they gave as their reason that the miner 
or the’ miners who were probably re- 
sponsible for the catastrophe were dead.”’ 

At 3:30 o'clock this afternoon Mike 
McQuaid, one of the leaders of the res- 
euers, came up from the shaft and sald 
it would be late tanight before they would 
be able to get oui any of the bodies. 


“We have at the bottom of the shaft,” 
he said, ‘‘a pile of legs and arms and 
trunks that resemble anything but the 
remains of human beings. It is the most 
grewscome sight I ever witnessed. The 
awful force of this explosion tore men to 
‘Pieces. It did not leave enough of some 
of them to tell who they were.’

The Injured. 

James Bullbeck, badly bruised. 

In the main shaft sixteen men were 
being hoisted In a cage from the sixth. 
seventh and eighth levels. When the 
cage reached the surface the engineer, 
for some unexplained rason, was unable 
to stop the engine, and the cage with 
its load of human freight was drawn 
up into the gallows frame, where it 
became lodged temporarily. The strain 


on the cable finally caused it to part, 
and the cage released shot down the 
ehaft with terrific speed. Two of the 
occupants, T. P. Jackson and James Bull- 
beck, had become entangled in the tim- 
ber rods near the top of the gallows 
frame. Jackson was crushed to death 
by the sheave wheel falling upon him, 
while Bullbeck hag a marvelous escape 
from death, but received painful injuries 
and was rescued from his perilous posi- 
tion. Thée other fourteen men . were 
hurled to death down the !,500-foot shaft. 

As soon as possible the shift boss and 
a number of miners went down into 
the mine through another compartment 
of the shaft. They found all fourteen 
dead, the bodies scattered at different 
points. Arms and bodies had been torn, 
heads crushed and clothing stripped from 
the victims. From the 700 foot level to 
the bottom the shaft was spattered with 
blood, while here and there were found 
pieces of flesh clinging to the projec- 
tions. At the bottom of the shaft stands 
25 feet of water and into this the case 
plunged, carrying some of the men into 
the water with it.

Bold Burglar in Macon.

MANY OFFICIALS 


AT BIG MEETING 


Largest Gathering of Rail- 
roaders Yesterday Ever 
Held in Atlanta. 


The meeting of officials of a number 
of southern railroads which was held 
in the convention hall of the Piedmont 
hotel was adjourned yesterday afternoon 
after a most interesting session. 

It was the largest gathering of railroad 
mén in high positions that was ever held 
in Atlanta, and has attracted a great 
deal of attention. Exeoutive, mechanical, 
transportation and traffic officials and 
managers were here, the roads directly 
represented being the Southern, the Cen- 
tral, Georgia Southern and Florida, Mobile 
and: Ohio, New Orleans and Northeastern, 
Alabama and Vicksburg, Richmond. 
Shreveport and Pacific. Alabama Great 
Southern, Cincinnati, Néw Orleans and 
Texas Pacific, otherwise known as the 
Cincinnati Southern. 

These roads interchange a great deal 


of equipment in handling the business of 
their various lines, and their officials 
came together in Atlanta as a central 
point to discuss the bringing about of 
standards of equipment for passeno@r and 
freight cars and engines with a view to 
securing the greatest efficiency from the 
equipment used, as well as economy in 
construction, maintenance and operation 
of such equipment. 

This was the principal topic considered 
and it was discussed in al] its phases by 
men who have the experience of years to 
back their opinions. After a thorough in- 
terchange of opinions and views, a com- 
mittee Was appointed to take the subject 
in hand and make a close study of it 
in every feature, and formulate some rec- 
ommendations along the lines which had 
been mapped out by those who spoke on 
the technical matters before the meet- 
ing. 

Those named on this committee were 
8. Higgins, mechanical superintendent of 
the Southern; T. S. Moise, genera] super- 
intendent of the Central: L B. Rhodes, 
master mechanic of the Georgia Southern 
and Florida; Frank MecCuen, general su- 
perintendent of the Cincinnati, New Or- 
leans and Texas Pacific, and the Alabama 
Great Southern; George S. McKee, super- 
intendent of motive power of the Mobile 
and Ohio, and who also represented the 
New Orleans and Northeastern road. 

This committee will get together and 
fo over specimens of the latest improved 
machinery to be used in equipping cars 
and engines; they wiil consider reports 
from their several departments concerning 
the questions discussed yesterday. and 
will prepare suggestions for submission to 
the next meeting of the men who were 
assembled in this city. Their recommend- 
ations are expected to embody all the 
latest ideas in the equipment of motive 
power and rolling stock and the major- 
ity of them will, doubtless, be adopted 
by the roads which they represent. 
Samuel Spencer, president of the South- 
ern, presided at the meeting, and there 
were between fifty and sixty people pres- 
ent. They were in session all day yes- 
terday, adjourning at | o'clock until] 2 
for lunch and remaining in the ha]] until 
5 o'clock. Most of them returned to 
their respective stations last night and 
the remainder will leave today. Mr. 
Spencer left for New York last night, and 
Messrs. Ackert and others wif] go to 
Chattanooga today. 

Many fine addresses along technical 
lines were made, giving the experience of 
those making them, as. well as the theo- 
retical part of the subject under consider- 
ation, and the result of the meeting is 
expected to be exceedingly beneficial to 
the roads which were represented.

Groff Swears Government Of- 
ficials Tried To Bribe Him, 


He Alleges That He Was Offered 
$13,000 If He Would Furnish 
Evidence to Convict Ma- 
chen and the Latter’s 
4.lleged Accomplices. 


Washington, January 26.—Testimony 
designed to show the existence of a con- 
spiracy to defraud the government today 
was introduced by the prosecution in the 
postal trial. At the outset the question of 
the admissibility of the declaration of 
Diller B. Groff, made to postoffice inspec- 
tors, that he did not know the Lorenz 
came up for further argument. Counsel 
for the defense vigoMously asserted that 
the declaration was not a voluntary one, 
but was made under duress, while the 
government insisted that when confront- 
ed with charges D. B. Groff had resorted 
to evasion, subterfuge and falsehood. 
The court finally decided that the state- 
ment was evidence against Diller B. 
Groff, but not against the other defend- 
ante, and that the jury would decide as 
to whether it was made voluntarily or 
not. 

Diller B. Groff, in his own behalf, de- 
clared that when the inspectors called 
upon him their manner was overbearing, 
gruff and bulldozing. He then testified 
that the inspectors had said to him that 
they wanted to arrest two men, “and if 
you will give us the information that 
will convict them we will give you $13,000 
and let you ride in the government band 
wagon.” It was brought out that the 
$13,000 referred to represented the 
amount the government owed the Groffs, 
and payment for which had been held up. 
In the course of the testimony Mr. 
Douglass, for the defense, charged that 
the whole case was honeycombed with 


intimidation. 

Postoffice Inspector Mayer came ifn for 
a searching cross examination, which had 
not been concluded when court adjourned. 
The government, contrary to expectation, 
did not close its ca@se today.

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GENERAL STAFF 
NOT POPULAR 


Causing Much Dissatisfac- 
tion Among the Older 
Officers. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington January 26.—(Special.)— 
Considerable dissatisfaction exists among 
the older officers of the army at the mé@n- 
ner in which military administration is 
Deing conducted by the general staff. The 
secrecy of the organization and ite total 
disregard for old precedents in the army 
is becoming a source of much bad 
feeling in military circles. 

Congressmen and other high officials 
of the government are also complaining 
‘at the militarism of the new regime at 
the war department. The establishment 
of a young officer of the general staff, 
one TAeutenant Colonel Henry A. Greene, 
as press censor, is new end unheard of, 
and the difficulty which all are experi- 
encing in seeing the chief staff or any of 
the members of this exclusive corps of 
army officers {gs causing considerable 
comment. 

Only yesterday a very prominent offi- 
cer of the United States navy, who holds 
the high rank of captain, went to the war 
department on official business and 4h- 
deavored to see the chief of etaff, who is 
‘guarded first by a colored messenger 
and second by Colonel Greene, the press 
censor. This officer was kept waiting 
in the corrtior outside the door of the 
chief of staff for at least fifteen minutes, 
and when he was finally ushered into the 
august presence was only accorded an 
interview of a few minutes. 

Members of congress who, under the old 
regime of an adjutant general could walk 
into the office of General Corbin, General 
Miles or the other officers on duty at the 
war department and state their business 
without delay, are now seldom seen at 
the war department, They came at first, 
but after one or two experiences of wait- 
ing outside the door of the chief of staff 
they gradually began to discontinue their 
visits. It is understood that the matter 
has been called to the attention of Secre- 
tary of War Root, but in view of the 
fact that he leaves the cabinet in a few 
weeks, it is hardly thought probable he 
will take any action looking to a change 
of methods.

Southern-Fed Beef. Cattle. 

The communication elsewhere on 
this page from Agrostologist Spillman, 
of the United States department of 
agriculture, should have the effect of 
greatly stimulating the faith of those 
who believe that the southern states 
are better adapted to cattle raising 
than the prairies of the west. 

Mr. Spillman cites the case of a car- 
load of steers fed for the Chicago 
market vy the Louisiana experiment 
station, with a view to ascertaining 
positively whether southern natural 
facilities of feeding would send cattle 
to the stockyards ina _ condition to 
compete with western and northern 
fed cattle. - The experiment, which 
seems to have been thorough, demon- 
strates that this can be done, and the 
demonstration, as the government ag: 
rostologist says, should be accepted as 
auguring a great future for beef cul- 
ture in the gulf states; it is, indeed, 
an “epoch-making” event. 

The day has passed when free range 
is considered necessary to the profita- 
ble raising of cattle on a large scale 
for market, and the “intensive” sys- 
tem is as applicable to cattle culture 
as to agriculture. The far southern 
states are peculiarly adapted to the 
production of heavy and exceedingly 
nutritious stock feed. The experi- 
ments with cassava, teosinte, milo 
maize, velvet beans and other excel- 
lent forage plants, have proved be- 
yond a doubt that as many head of 
cattle can be put in shape for market 
on the average southern farm as on 
the largest prairie ranches, and with 
less risk and no greater outlay. 

The action of the Chicago packers

Another Great Southern Opportunity. 

Editor Constitution; The whole south 
is to be congratulated on the results of 
a steer feeding experiment just completed 
by Professor Dodson, of the Louisiana 
experiment station. He fed a bunch of 
well-bred steers obtained from Mlinols 
and rendered immune against Texas 
fever by vaccination, keeping them on the 
experiment farm from November 23, 1901, 
to January, 1904, something over two 
years. During this period they were part 
of the time on pastures adly infested by 
ticks, in order to test the ects of ticks 
on cattle under such conditions. 

J have always maintained that the 
south would some day lead the north in 
the production of beef cattle because it 
could grow more feed to the acre and 
more kinds of feed that are valuable for 
beef production. The one thing needed 
to make this argument effective was to 
have a car load of southern fed steers 
top the Chicago market. 

his has now been done, for the car 
load of steers sent by Professor Dodson 
sold for 40 cents a hundred more than 
any other car load of cattle sold that 
day, and within 10 cents of the higtiest 
price paid for any cattle during the 
previous week. Hereafter there fs no ex-* 
cuse for saying that market toppers can- 
not be produced in the south. 

I cannot regard this steer-feeding 
experiment as less than epoch-mak- 
ing for the agriculture of the cotton 
states. 


It demonstrates that all that is needed 
{is well-bred beef cattle to make the south 
a strong competitor with the north In 
beef production. Other southern experi- 
mént stations are working on this same 
problem, and we hope to see many of 
them repeag the success Professor Dod- 
son has achieved at Baton Rouge.

OMPTROLLER GENERAL W. A. 
& WRIGHT, who is also insurance 

commissioner, is busily engaged now 
in receiving the annua] reports of all in- 
surance companies doing business in the 
state, and issuing licenses to the compa- 
nies and their agents. Under the law, 
al} insurance companies doing business 
in Georgia are required to file annual 
statements the first of each year, and 
they are given sixty days from January 
!, in which to do it. All insurance con- 
panies Bre required also to file semi-an- 
nual statements with the governor, and 
as these come in about January | and 
July 1, insurance statements are con- 
stituting a large bulk of the business now 
being transacted at the capitol. The 
semi-annual statements must be pub- 
lished for the information of the public, 
While the annual statements go on file 
in the office of the insurance commis- 
sioner. 

There are about 125 insurance compa- 
nies of all kinds, life, fire, accident and 
others, doing business in Georgia. Of 
these, about thirty have already filed their 
annua! statements, though they have un- 
til March | to do so. Each company is 
required to renew itg license at the be- 
ginning of the yéar, for which it must 
Pay $40. In addition to this, each insur- 
ance company pays $3 tax for each of its 
agents, and each agent must pay the re- 
quired occupation tax of $10. ‘Inese are 
all of the specific taxes that are put upon 
insurance companies, but in addition to 
th@se there is a genera] tax of |! per 
cent upon the gross premiums taken in 
in Georgia. The total amount of prem- 
fums this year, it is estimated, will 
amount to between $8,000,000 and §$9,- 
000,000, so that the amount of tax paid 
will be in the neighborhood of $90,000 
under the general tax. The total amount 
which insurance companies pay the state 
every year, including the specific and gen- 
eral taxes, is in the neighborhood of $125.,- 
000 to $130,000. This yar it is estimated 
it will run nearer to the latter figure, 


Still Talking Books. 

There is still a good deal of discussion 
at the capitol relative to the school book 
situation, but nobody appears to be se- 
riously troubled over the charges against 
the state schoo) book commission which 
were given circulation by certain state pa- 
pers. The charges appear tg have been 
pretty well dissipated when the true facts 
were made known, and so far as the peo- 
ple of the state are concerned, no com- 
plaint has ever como from them with re- 
gard to the book commission's work. On 
the contrary, members of the book com- 
mission have received letters from many 
counties in the state, some of them from 
those interested in or connected with the 
schools, others from parties entirely dis- 
interested, congratulating and commend- 
ing then? upon having secured so excel- 
lent a series of text-books at such low 
prices. 

Several city and town school systems 
are preparing to introduce the text- 
books adopted by the state, though none 
of them are required to do so. But these 
books are so much cheaper than those 
which they are using, and in every in- 
stance as satisfactory, that they are con- 
templating making changes on this ac- 
count, Every few days State School 
Commissioner W. B. Merritt hears from 
some local system which wants informa- 
tion with regard to using one or more of 
the text-books adopted by the state. 

Most of the books adopted by the state 
have been shipped into Georgia in num- 
bers sufficient to supply the demand, and 
it is expected they will be in use in al- 
most all of the common schools by 
March |. 

Considerable has been said about the 
“siiding exchange,”’ and in fact this mat- 
ter came up in one of the charges made 
in connection With the book contracts. 
All fhat, however, has been fully and sat- 
isfactorily explained. There are a few, 
however, who understand what the slid- 
ing exchange is. It applies only to the 
readers which run in a series of five. 
Under the sliding exchange an old reader 
of the first or second number may be 
exchanged for a new second reader. A 
new third reader may be secured in ex- 
change for either an old second or third 
Teader by paying the difference specified 
under the contract, and so on. It simply 
means that a reader of one grade below 
as well as of the same grade, may be ex- 
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changed for a reader of any particular 
gtade. !

Thanks for the honors pafd the emory 
of General Longstreet have been conveys 
ed to those who participated by Mrs. 
Ellen D. Lougstreet in a letter addressed 
to General A. J. West, of Atlanta. It is @ 
beaut.ful tribute of gratitude and Is deepe 
ly appreciated by those to whom it refera 
weneral Longstreet was one of the finest 
officers that the civil war produced, end 
his death was lamented by southerners 
of all parties and creeds. A large number 
of soldiers and civilians of this city went 
up to Gainesville to attend the funeral 
and pay the last sad homage to him 
whom they followed and loved in lHife 
and whom they mourned in death, and {it 
is to these especially that the letter of 
Mrs. Longstreet is addressed. The followe 
ing is the communication received by Gene 
eral West:

CONDENSED REPORT OF THE CONDITION OF 


‘FOR WHITAKER WRIGHT 


Convicted ad Selenced t 
Penal Servitude, English Pro- 
moter Falls Dead, 


HINTED BY FRIENDS 
THAT HE TOOK POISON 


Wright Was Being Conducted From 
the Judge’s Presence When He 
Was Stricken—Great Sen- 
sation Was Caused by 
Hig Tragic End. 


London, January 26.—At 3 o'clock this 
afiprnoon Whitaker Wright was sen- 
tenced to seven years penal servitude. 
At 4 o'clock he lay dead on the floor of 
a small room in the law courts. Whether 
he took his own life by poison or whether 
death in its natural course robbed the 
law of its fulfillment, will not be known 
until a post mortem examination is held; 
the indications, however, point to pois- 
oning. 

The @areer of this man, who was known 
gn three continents, where his stupendous 
financial operations, closed in a startling 
tragedy. All London tonight is thrilled 
with the news of it. No such human 
tragedy has been enacted in England for 
many a year. 

Until nearly 8 o’clock tonight the body 
of the man who formerly gad controlled 
Many of the world's markets, and who 
had been courted by royalty, remained 
upon the floor of the room where he fell, 
for, as a convicted felon, Wright's per- 
son had become the property of the 
crown. 

The home office finally gave permission 
for its removal and the body was given 
over to the jurisdiction of the coroner. 
It now lies at Westminster mortuary, 
where almost all ‘the corpses taken from 
the Thames are laid out. The inquest 
probably will be held on Thursday. 

Mrs. Wright, the dead man’s wife, ‘s 
an American. She now lies ill at the 
magnificent country home which Wright 
had in Surpey. 

An examination of the body made at a 
late hour tonight points strongly to the 
fact that death was caused by poison. 
The post mortem examination will be held 
on Wednesday. 

Looking very pale but not so anxious 
as during the judge’s severe summing up, 
Wright heard the judge’s condemnation 
and sentence without apparent excite- 
ment. He quietly protested his innocence 
in a.firm voice, audible throughout the 
room, left the court in company with his 
solicitor, and was arranging for the fu- 
ture of his wife and family, when he sud- 
denly fell and expired without another 
word. 

’ Was It Suicide? 

His solicitor, George Leeds, Jr.. who 

was with him at the time, said: 


“Wright seemed to be stunned by 0% 
sentence, but he did not give the slight- 
est indication either before or after his 
Sentence of any intention to take his 
own life. Of course,” added Mr. Leeds, 
‘no one can really tell the cause of his 
death until the post-mortem examina- 
tion.” 

Wright's friends said all along that 
while he was hopeful of his acquittal they 
were certain he would not survive a sen-} 
tence and would commit suicide. This 
apparently is what happened. 

Justice Bigham, in passing sentence, 
said he could see nothing to excuse the 
crime of which Wright had been convict- 
ed, and he could not conceive a worse 
case. He must therefore allot the most 
gevére punishment the law permitted. 
Wright. who had stood up to receive his 
sentence, said in a firm voice: | 

‘‘All I can say is that I am as innocent 
of any intention to deceive as any one in 
the court.” 

In summing up, Justice Bigham said 
he would ask the jury to find a generai 
verdict of guilty or not guilty. If they 
were not satisfied that Wright was 
guilty of one or more of the charges tne, 
must not be deterred from finding a ver- 
dict of guilty by the suggestion that such 
a verdict would cast a siur on the mem- 
ories of Lords Dufferin and Loch. It 
would not do anything of the kind. Their 
conduct was consistent in their having 
honestly made mistakes. 


Juggling With Money. 

Dealing with the evidence Justice Big- 

ham described as singular the way in 
which thousands of pounds sterling be- 
came milliong on pape. so tar as th? 
Lakeview shares were concerned. Tae 
London and Globe and Standard were 
gambling concerns which excited his in- 
dignation. In the course of his long 
experience Justice Bighar had never be- 
fore heard of anything like the transac- 
tions which preceeded the hopeless bana 
ruptcy of the London and Globe Financi1l 
corporation. Justice Bigham concluded 
his reference te Wright’: career by refer-- 
ing to positions which the defendane 
claims to have occuplel in New Yor« 
ard Philadeiphia, and said Wright ha 
built up a fine position for himself in 
._two or three years, and if it was necss- 
sary to secure a motive in his actions it 
would be found 'n his icsire to malinta:. 
this position. At the same time it wa. 
enid thet after the crash of the London 
and Globe financial operations, he found 
himeeif with two million pounds  o1 
worthless securities. 

The jcry returned a verdict of guilty 
and the court imposed a sentence of seven 
years penal servitude.

Al- 
most immerlately afterward Wright Was 
taken suddenly ill and collapsed in the 
ante room of the court. He grew rapidiy 
worse, and in less than an hour alter 
his sentence the financier was dead. The 
tragic end of the case created a tre- 
mendous sensation. 

According to the court attendant, who 
Was in the ante room when Wright was 
stricken, the latter was talking to Solici- 
tor Leeds about his family, and giving 
instructions regarding their future, whiie 
jailors were waiting outside to take him 
to Brixton prison when Wright suddenly 
Stumbled and fell forward. Mr. Leeds 
and the court attendant caught him 
and put him in a ehair, placing his feet 
on another chair. They then summoned 
a doctor. Wright almost immediatey 
became unconscious and never spoke 
again. The_doctor, when he arrived, said 
nothing could be done, and by 3:55 p. m. 
the financier was dead. His body was 
covered with a sheet and laid on the 
floor. .

Grand Jury Will Suggest Im- 
provements at Institution, 


Dr. W. C. Kilvington, of Tennessee 
Industrial Farm at Nashville, 
Appears Before the Grand 
Jury and Offer Val- 
uable Suggestions. 


Dr. W. C. Kilvington, superintendent of 
the Tennessee industrial farm, at Nash- 
ville. appeared before the Fulton coun- 
ty grand jury yesterday and offered some 
valuabie suggestions and advice as to the 
operation of the Fulton county industriai 
farm, as a result of which the grand 
jury will Incorporate into its presentments 
a recommendation that the scope of. the 
Fulton county institution be materially 
broadened, One of the most important 
of the suggestions is that two additional 
buildings be erected, 

Dr. Kilvington came to Atlanta two 
days ago to inspect the Fulton county re- 
formatory on the special invitation of 
Foreman W. Woods White, of the grand 
jury, acting in behalf of the other jurors, 
Dr. Kilvington has been associated with 
reformatory work for many years and is 
regarded as an expert in the matter of 
the training of incorrigible boys and 
girls. He has been superintendent for the 
past seventeen yearg of the Tennessee in- 
stitution, which is one of the largest-in 
the country. 

Dr. Kilvington stated that he found 
the Fulton county reformatory in good 
condition, considering that it had been in 
operation only a short time. He explained 
to the grand jurors in detail the plans 
in force in the Nashville reformatory and 
told of the great work being accomplished 
by the institution. 

The visitors urged that Fulton county 
make an effort to convert the reformatory 
into a state institution, in order that an- 
nual appropriations can be obtained from 
the legislature. 


A Board of Directors. 

The Nashville reformatory is governed 
directly by a board of directors, selected 
from different sectiong of the state and 
comprising some of the leading citizens 
of the state. It !s probable that the 
gtand jury will recommend that steps 
be taken to get the reformatory under 
state control, the. same as the Tennessee 
institution. 

Dr. Kilvington stated that there are 
now a total of 850 inmates in the Ten- 
nessee institution, 550 of whom are boys 
and the remaining 300 girls. Fifty of the 
inmates are negroes. He said that the 
children were treated just as if they are 
attending school and that the idea of a 
prison is eliminated. The children are 
taught various trades and professions, and 
Dr. Kilvington stated that numbers of 
inmates, who have been discharged from 
the institution, are now filling positions of 
responsibility in different sections of the 
country. The institution compfrises a 
shoe shop, cabinet shop, printing shop, 


machine shop, barber shop, paint shup, 
tailor shop, manual] training, music cul- 


ture, and other departments, The heads 
of the different departments are men anu 
women, who have been brought up in the 
institution. Dr, Kilvington stated that 
incorrigible girls are Teared in the insti- 
tution to be accomplished young ladies, 

Dr. Kilvington visited the Fulton county 
reformatory Monday and was shown 
through the different departments by Pra- 
fessor T. A. Means, the superinténdent, 
Dr. Kilvington complimented Superintend- 
ent means and his wife, who is matron 
of the reformatory, and seemed pleased 
at the result of his visit.

READY T0 ADD 
TO BIG PRISON 


News of Appropriation Re- 
ceived at the Federal 
Prison. 


Word was received yesterday that the 
$200,000 appropriation for the contin- 
uing of the building of. the federal pris- 
On in south Atlanta had been placed on 
the urgent deficiency bill, and is ex- 
pected to go straight through congress 
without a hitch. 

This $200,000 is in addition to the ap- 
propriation for the regular running ex- 
penses of the prison, and ig to be de- 
voted entirely to the carrying on of the 
new building. As soon as this $200,000 
is made available, Warden Moyer will 
start breaking ground for the big cell 
block and «the administation building 
which is to be erected directly in front of 
the present cel] block, and joined to it. 
The prison building when completed is 
to far exceed a million dollars in the 
cost of construction. When it is taken 
into account that this amount will be 
spent almost entirely in material, some 
idea of the imposing structure can be 
imagined. 

There are 380 double cells in the pres- 
ent building. In the new building on 
which work will be commenced in the 
immediate future there will be 820 
double cell, making the total capacity 
of the prison 1,200 double cells for the 
accommodation of 2,400 prisoners. This 
will exceed in size, equipment and util- 
ity the only other United States peni- 
tentiary in the country, at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas. 

The building of this new prison means 
much to Atlanta and Georgia, as prac- 
tically all of the material used will be 
purchased here. The labor will be ac- 
complished principally by the prisoners, 
There are now among these convicts a 
number of masons and~,bricklayers, and 
this particular trade will be taught by 
competent journeymen, Warden Moyer 
is already making a practical training 
school of the prison. Since the work of 
building the big wall was started, a 
number of the prisoners have become 
proficient stone cutters. The advantages 
of such learning is obvious. Men that 
come into the institution without a trade 
serve their time and are then able to 
go out and earn good wages. Much of 
the crime is committed by men who have 
no trade or occupation at which they can 
earn a good salary. 

Directly in front of the big cell block 
will be the administration building. In 
this portion of the building will be the 
offices of Warden Moyer, Deputy Mc- 
Claughry and the necessary anterooms, 
A semi-circular roadway will help much 
in beauitfying the grounds. 

There will also be an isolation ward 
separated from the prison building, which 
wil] be used In caring for prisoners suf- 
fering from contagious diseases, pro- 
viding there are any such. 

The $200,000 now placed on the urgent 
deficiency bill will be used as far as 
possible, and then during the succeed- 
ing years other appropriations will he 
asked for until the big institution is f- 
nally completed. These appropriations 
have been looked after by Congressman 
Lon Livingston, which accounts in the 
most practical way for the rapidity with 
which the money from the government 
has been forthcoming,

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The Unifed States is suffering from a 
great shortage in the supply of garden 
which means that the housewife 
will have few green’ vegetables. this 
spring and summer and will have to pay 
fancy prices for those she can buy. 

“These conditions are the result of 
Short crops of all sorts of garden prod- 
ucts for two to five years past,’ said J. 
G. Hastings, the well-known seed dealer 
vesterday. 


‘These 


seeds, 


short crops have left dealers 
with no surplus to fall back on and as a 
consequence there jis not seed enough to 
plant anythirg like a full acreage this 
year. 

‘Just to give you an idea of the short- 
age I can quote a few figures. The stand- 
ard crops for the past year were about 
the following percentages of the normal: 

“Cucumbers !0 per cent, watermelons, 
from west Florida and south Georgia, 60 
per cent, and from the west 28 per cent; 
wax beans, crop practically a failure: 
cabbage, 50 to 60 per cent; carrotts, 60 
per cent; sweet corn, practically a fail- 
ure; peppers, 50 per cent; pumpkin,30 per 
eent; raddish, 90 per cent; squash, 28 to 
30 per cent; tomatoes, 60 per cent; tur- 
nips, American, 60 per cent, and foreign, 
90 per cent; seed corn, very short; egg 
plant, 10 per: cent; lettuce, 75 to 80 per 
cent; onions, 75 to 80 per cet; ochre, 40 
per cent; potatoes, a very short crop. 

“We are refusing all orders for wax 
beans for over one pound and just the 
other day had to return a check to 2 
man who wanted to buy a large order, of- 
fering $1.90 a pound when under ordinary 
conditions we «would gladly have taken 
60 cents a pound. 

“It is the same with cucumbers. There 
are simply no seed to be had and pickle 
men would pay enormous prices. (for 
enough cucumber seed’to plant a crop. 

“Sweet corn for canning purposes is 
also a very scarce seed. IT know of an in- 
cident that took place in Baltimore the 
other day. One hundred bushels of sweet 
corn seed were sold for $1,600, when or- 
dinarily it would have sold for $1.75 to 
$2 a bushel. In other words the, price 
paid in Baltimore was sqmething over 
four times the ordinary price. 

“Take tomatoes. The state of New Jer- 
sey ordinarily produces something like 
35,000 pounds of tomato seed, but this 
year I doubt if it will put on the market 
more than 5,000 pounds. 

“This scarcity of seed will affect north- 
ern truck farmers and canners more than 
those in thee south, for southern garden-

“However, it is my opinion that there 
will be less garden stuff raised in the 
south this year than for some time past, 
not only on account of the scarcity of 
seed, but also on account of the high 
price of cotton. A great deal of land that 
has been sowed to garden styff heretofore 
will be sowed to cotton this year, and 
the acreage in that staple will be as 
large, I think, as the short supply of 
labor will permit. 

“We ure having a big demand from 
Texas for what would be known here as 
main crop cotton seed, but which down 
there is early cotton, maturing by Au- 
gust and getting ahead of the boll weevil, 
which does not begin operations until 
about August. In December and the first 
few days of January we had to turn back 
orders for as much as thirteen car loads 
of pure ‘early cotton seed’ to be sent 
into Louisiana and Texas. We simply 
couldn't get the pure seed. 

“Of course the shortage in garden 
stuff seeds means that the supply of vege- 
tables on the market this season will be 
short, and as a consequence high priced” 


Adolph Loeb, a prominent Chicago fire 
insurance man, accompanied by his wife 
and daughter, passed through” Atlanta 
yesterday on his way to Florida. In 
speaking of the present status of the 
theater business in Chicago, Mr. Loeb 
said yesterday in the lobby of the Pied- 
mont:

“Of course, they can all get the as- 
bestos or steel curtains and fire sprays, 
but the design of some of the buildings 
will prohibit such changes in the en- 
trances and exits and has been demanded 
by the city government. 

“At first the people of the city thought 
that the excitement would soon die out, 
and that the demands made upon the 
theaters would never be pushed to ex- 
tremes, but T think that they have now 
come to realize that the aldermen are 
in earnest, and that before the people of 
Chicago witness any more theatrical en- 
tertainments the theaters will have to 
comply with every one of the require- 
ments. 

“The fire had very little if any effect 
on the fire insurance business of the city, 
but if there was any effect at all it was 
to liven up business in my line.’’

Review of the New York Market. 


New York, January 26.—The cotton 
‘market opened easy at unchanged prices 
to a decline of 8 points under liquidation

|} that the advance, having been so sharp, 
entitled the market to at least a tempor- 
lary setback. After showing some further 
weakness immediately after the opening, 
when the three active months were about 
8 to 9 points net lower, prices were ral- 
Tied sharply by a renewal of bull support. 
"The local bull leader appeared to be 
fmuying aggressively, and large buying 
yorders were executed by hotisss with 
Stew Orleans connections, while the south- 
ern market itself led in the advancing 
tendency, with July there reaching 16.23. 
Qnside of the first twenty minutes prices 
‘here had passed the previous high point 
and the advance wag not checked until 
March had sold at 15.2, May at 15.50 and 
July at 15.60—a net gain of I5@I6 points 
jon the positions named. The advance had 
been accompanied by increasing activity, 
but at this leve] trading became rather 
quiet, and the market for a time ruled 
irregular. Interior receipts pointed to a 
wheavy movement, and while advices from 
‘Fall River indicated a firm goods market 
@t advancing prices, it was rumored that 
| the leading bull interests had recently

been selling more than they bought and 
w@utside longs began taking profits. The 
esult was an easier market and a down-

Primary re- 
ceipts were small compared with last 
year, while the ‘shipments were some 
larger. The close was firm with sentl- 
ment inclined to be moderately bullish. 

Oats attracted considerable attention, 
due to strength displayed, considering 
the weakness in wheat. there being but 
little for sale any time during the sea- 
son, while there was good buying on 
the light estimate of 85 cars tomorrow 
and the fact that May is being accumu- 
lated. The close firm with sentiment 
bullith. 

Provisions "were firm with commission 
house buying of lard in evidence, but 
western packers sold all kinds of product. 
Prices wealzened somewhat in sympathy 
with wheat and lower hogs; with talk of 
u big run of the balance week, but the 
close was firm.

New York, January 26.—Judging from 
the tone of the recent cables, the strength 
of Liverpool market is due to a change 
of faith.

New York’s 
opening this morning was rather disap- 
pointing, but heavy buying soon forced 
prices up, making new high Trecords,

cal mill takings will absorb practically 
all the spots on hand. ‘They further re- 
port that the New Orleans bull leader is 
buying all the spots he can get and he has 
strong competitors in some northern spot 
firms. Our advices from prominent south- 
ern mill men say there will be no concert 
of action when it comes to curtailing con- 
sumption. The impression is genera! that 
the reduction in consuniption will be small 
compared with requirements between now 
and the new crop. Sixteen cent cotton is 
freely talked.

The Howell Jones Co.’s Cotton I¢tter. 


New York, January 26.—The local mar- 
ket for cotton futures shows a siight 
decline today, though conditions are about 
the same as on previOus days. New high 
records were made and the decline can 
be attributed to profit taking and a gslack- 
ening in bull support temporarily. Re- 
ceipts show some increase over the past 
few days, Which indicates some activity 
among exporters—a sustaining factor in 
the market for spot. Receipts at the ports 
today amounted to 30,858, against 38,484 
last year, Exports 40,891. Stock 777,003, 
last year 1,055,078. The market closed 
steady 4 to 16 points lower on the general 
list. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, January 26.—European mar- 
kets were stimulated by a further demand 
from American sources, together with the 
continental buying. This strength abroad 
enabled the bull leaders here to liquidate 
a large amount of cotton during the morn- 
ing until it looked as though the public 
had taken a large part of the holdings 
of the local stock exchange pool. A run- 
ning break ensued, catching stop orders 
which was a partly recovery on buying 
by spot cotton houses against saleg to 


spinners, who have been active buyers 
yesterday and today. This reaction was 
quite in order and has not led to any 
increase in the short selling, as it would 
have done in other years. Traders ex- 
pect the bulls to come again to the 
support of prices on any break. The 8.,- 
000,000 “bales found in the overland move- 
ment will increase the size of the crop, 
but not the visible supply. Interior re- 
ceipts show a small increase over last 
year. A demonstration was made by the 
bull leader at the close, taking person- 
ally some 20,000 bales. The main buy- 
ers tOday have been the wire houses, 
and. their purchases must have come 
from the bulls to have made the markct 
close lower than last evening. The spot 
market Was unchanged from yesterday.

THE ONLY FACTOR 


Action of This One Trader Makes the 
Prices for Wheat. 


ALL OTHER NEWS IGNORED 


After a Sharp Decline He Closed 
May 1-2c Higher—Corn Gained 
1-2c and Oats 3-8c—Provis- 
ions Closed 2 1-2c High- 
er to 7 1-2c Lower. 


Chicago, January 26.—Another sharp 
break occurred in wheat prices today 
following the severe slump of yesterday. 
Heavy sales attributed to the principal 
bull interest caused a break of 2 1-2@ 
2 5-8c in the price of the May delivery. 
Later support from the same source, 
however, resulted in not only a complete 
recovery, but a gain over yesterday’s 
closing quotations, final figures on May 
being up 1J-2c. May corn also gained 
1-2c, while oats were 3-8c up. Provisions 
were 2 I-2c higher ‘to 7c lower. 

The action of the wheat market to- 
day was more or less of a riddle which 
few traders professed to be able to solve. 
One thing seemed certain, however, the 
key to the situation was held by the 
leader of the longs whose enormous sgell- 
ifig yesterday resulted in a break of over 
3c in May, while today a selling move- 
ment originated from the same source, 
Which carried the price over 2c further 
away from the dollar mark. The action 
of this one powerful trader was the only 
factor in the pit, all general news being 
totally uninfluential. For the first hour, 
while the demand of the leader of the 
bull crowd continued, prices were firm. 
May opened !-4c lower to |-8@!-4c high- 
er at 89 1-4@89 5-8c. A slight advance 
was made ghortly after the opening, the 
price rising to 89 3-4@89 7-8c. No sooner 
had the buying from this éource ceased, 
however, than the crowd appeared to 
have wheat for gale in unmeasured quan- 
tities. A large part of these offerings 
were supported to be for the account of 
the Armours. The pit was void of buy- 
ers. In consequence May dropped 2 |-2@ 
2 5-8c in ten minutes, going down 60 
87 |-4c before any support was offered. 
At this point the leading long apparently 
decided to check any further decline. 
For the remainder of the session it was 
believed the Armour interest was an 
active buyer. The market responded 
readily, and the rally was almost as 
rapid as the decline. Purchases of three 
million bushels not only caused a re- 
covery of all the loss, but May sold up 
to 90 1-8c, an advance of 2 7-8 from 
the low point. The close was firm at 
89 7-8@90c, a gain of 1|-2c over yester- 
day’s close. The July delivery did not 
experience as sharp a decline.

EDITORS OF MISSISSIPPI 
PLEASED WITH VARDAMAN 


Jackson, Miss., January 26.—(Special.)— 
The comments of the Mississippi press 
this week on Governor Vardaman’s inau- 
gural address are generally quite favor- 
ably in tone. Some of the editorials de- 
precate the somewhat flamboyant oOut- 
bursts and oratorical red fire with which 
the address is punctuated at places, but 
they commend the terse, virile English,

forth by the new governor, but at the 
fame time they credit him with the sin- 
cerity of his views, and recognize in him 
a man of ability, possessed of the courage 
of his convictions, a spirit of independence 
and aloofness from petty political influ- 
ences, and a determination to stand or 
fal] on his own merits. 

It is conceded that the new administra- 
tion does not start out under the most fa- 
vorable auspices from one point of view. 
Although the new governor has no large 
public debt to face, he has a treasury that 
is practically empty, appropriations hav- 
ing already been made in one branch of 
the legislature large enough to wipe out 
the balance in the vaults, a fact for 
which he is in no way responsible, and is 
firmly contident that a bond issue will be 
necessary to tide over the crfsis. Bond is- 
sues have been popular in Mississippi, 
and some criticism may naturally be ex- 
pected to follow such a course, but the 
state is in such a prosperous condition 
that after the first flurry subsides it 
ought to be a comparatively easy matter 
to’ direct the financial affairs of the com- 
monwealth. 

First Appointment Confirmed. 

Governor Vardaman’s first batch of of- 
ficial apointments reached the senate 
for confirmation this morning. For 
the past week the new executive 
has been besieged with office- 
seekers and politicians presenting their 
own claims and those of other persons 
who desire to be honored with offices, and 
the ordeal through which he hag passed 
has not been an enviable one. 

Chief interest attachas to the appoint- 
ments for the heads of the various elee- 
mosenary institution®  1t was announc- 
ed some days ago that Dr. W. 8. Sims, 
Superintendent tor the institution for the 
blind, would be reappointed, and that 
Professor W. S. Dobyns, superintendent 
of the institute for the deaf and dumb, 
would be retained. Bank appointments 
were confirmed by the senate today as 
were those of Arthur Fridge for adjutant 
general, and John L. Hebron for trustee 
of the state university. 


No opposition to the reappointment of 
Dr. J. M. Buchanan as superintendent 
of the East Mississippi Insane Hospital, 
has as yet developed, and no logical rea- 
son is offered why he should not be reap- 
pointed. The term of Dr. T. J. Mitchell, 
superintendent of the Mississippi Insane 
Hospital, does not expire until two years 
hence. 

There will be considerable shaking up 
in the membership of the two levee boards 
and in*the trusteeships of the various 
educational] and eleemosenary institutions, 
and it is not likely that many of the old 
members of these boards will be retained. 
These advices come dircet from persons 
in the confidence of the governor, who 
are acquainted with* what he intends 
to do. 

Perhaps never before in the history of 
the state has a governor been so besieged 
with applicants for office. Governor 
Vardaman was elected by a majority of 
@bout 8,000, and it seems that a large 
percentage of his supporters want to be 
rewarded with some office. ’ 

Commission Defers Sentence8 

The \Mississippi Oyster commission has 

deferred its decision in the matter of 
recommending to the legislatygre a modi- 
fication of the Bowers oyster law, and the 
question will be more fully discussed at 
its regulan meeting next month. 
-~A howl of protest has been sent up 
along the gulf coast over the proposition 
to amend the oyster law so as to permit 
the use of steam dredges along the oyster 
beds where the waters are too deep for 
fishing with tongs or sail dredges, and a 
dispOsition is expressed by those engaged 
in the industry to leave the present law 
alome until its wisdom or folly is more 
fully demonstrated 

When the use of steam Gredges were 
permitted these dredges preferred to fish 
in shallow water, and this was the princi- 
pal cause Yor the prohibition enacted 
enacted against them. The steam dredges 
now contend that there are plenty of oys- 
ters going to waste in 16-foot water, and 
therefore want the law amended. 

Hon. W. Calvin Wells, commissioner 
from Mississippi to the special confer- 
ence of the Presbyterian church held in 
Atlanta for the purpose of passing on the 
proposed removal of the Southwestern 
university from Clarksville, Tenn., to At- 
lanta, and its consolidation at the latter 
place with the Columbia Theological uni- 
versity, has returned to the city, and in 
discussing the work of the conference 
states that it will ultimately mean the 
establishment at Atlanta of one of the 
largest educational institutions in the 
country. 

“The various synods of the Presbyterian 
church in the south will, at their next 
meeting, each appoint a provisional trus- 
tee to form the’board of trustees of the 
new university,’’ says Mr. Wells. “There 
is no doubt whatever that the church will 
abide by the action of the conference, as 
the commissioners were duly appointed to 
consider the subject, and the action taken 
is practically final. 

“The attendance at the university In 
Clarksville has been steadily declining 
since 1898, at which time 142 students 
were enrolled. In !899, despite the fact 
that $100,000 had been donated fhe in- 
stitution, the attendance dropped to 122. 
Year by year this decrease has eontinued. 
until last year the enrollment was only 
72. This decrease kas not been caused, 
as some of the opponents of the removal 
contend, to the agitation of the Atlanta 
plan. / 

“So far as the moral and legal claims 
set up by the town of Clarksville are con- 
cerned, they have no welght. Clarksville 
has already received large benefits from 
the location of the university in the town 
reimbursing them for their donations,

Boy Accidentally Killed’ ; 

News has just reached here of a horrt- 
ble accident in Lawrence county. The 
four-year old child of Mr. and Mrs. Swee- 
ny Sibley was alone tn the sitting room at 
the family home several miles from Mon- 
ticello and was endeavoring to pull a load- 
ed shotgun from the bed on which it 
had been left lying by the father, who 
was away from home at the time The 
hammer of the gun caught on the bed- 
clothing and the weapon was discharged, 
scattering the child’s head all over the 
room. The mother wag in an adjoining 
room at the time. 

On Saturday afternoon in the Zelizler- 
ville neighborhood, Holmes county, three 
little boys were playing deer huntine. 
Walter Anderson, aged eight, was the 
deer-hunter and WaRer Anderson and 
Gip Sea were acting deer and running 
through a stand. Jordan was armed with 
his father’s double-barreled shotgun, and 
of course ‘didn’t know it was loaded.” As 
the other two boys came over the hill he 
he fired at them and both were seriously 
wounded. But for the presence of a physi- 
cian it is probable that the Anderson 
boy’s wounds would have resulted fatal- 
ly.

The parties 
met in the woods, where Bagwell was 
working, and both of the boys were shot 
down, Bagwell is now in jail at Kosciu- 
ko, and claims that he acted in self-de- 
fense. : 

Ben Long and Harry Johnson became 
involved in a quarrel over a crap game at 
Maben, the result of which waa the kill- 
ing of Long by Johnson while the fer- 
mer was assaulting him with a butcher 
knife. : 

Three negroes were lodged in jail Satur- 
day at Paulding, Jasper county, charged 
with the murder of a companion named 
Clay Peatrey. A number of negroes had 
gathered at a néighborhood house for a 
frolic, and the assembly broke up in the 
usual quarrel, followed by the flourish of 
razors and discharge of firearms. When 
the smoke of battle cleared away Peat- 
rey was dead. .
